DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 3-6 and 12-15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's method of 
selecting a captain control node by measuring a response time from a multiplicity of control nodes, 
selecting a control node based on a minimum aggregate response time, and calculating the standard 
deviation for the aggregate response times for all control nodes and providing said standard deviation for 
all nodes to each of the individual control nodes is not taught by or obvious from the prior art
